,A warning to Quebec grocers and 
news of a petition by Ontario grocers 
to the provincial government should give 
you and your fellow members cause 
for concern and action to prevent a 
duplication of the situation in our sister 
province. 

C. A. Majeau, administrator of the 
Retail Food Merchants Association of 
Quebec, said recently in a Toronto Globe 
and Mail report, the possibility exists 
that the sale of beer will be transferred 
from grocery stores to government 
operated outlets. 

Addressing a meeting of the associa¬ 
tion's annual convention. Mr. Majeau 
said grocers should not rely too much 
on retaining a beer-selling permit. There 
are some people, he said, threatening 
to transfer the sale of beer to the 
Quebec Liqitor Commission. 

The sale of beer, he stated has been 
helpful to independent grocers. However, 
any grocer who stressed beer sales 
alone was bound to go bankrupt. 

While the convention was in progress, 
a group of grocers from Plessisvillc, 
Que., sent a telegram to Premier Du- 
plessis asking for action on their ap¬ 
plication for beer licences. The grocers 
said the people of Plessisville voted last 
March in favor of the sale of beer 
within the eastern townships community. 

Concerning the petition to the Ontario 
government, Mr. .Member, president 
Daly of the Retail Grocers' Association 
states, in a recent issue of the Finan¬ 
cial Post that 3.000 signatures a d'ay 
are "pouring” into his Toronto office 
petitioning the sale of beer in retail 
groceries. 

It would appear there will be a heavy 
barrage on the provincial government 
at the opening of its next session. The 
canvassers of beer “expect 500.000 sig¬ 
natures" try.-the time t he p etition is 
presented. 

According to the plan at present an¬ 
nounced, the first supply depot will be 
in I he north country somew here betw een 
North Bay and Fort’ William. Two detail 
men. it seems, are now in the north 
country : there are two in the Toronto 
area and one in each of the Windsor 
district and Ottawa Valley. There are 
3,000 member stores in the Retail Gro¬ 
cers' Association. 

The intimation in Mr. Majeau's w arning 
to tlie Quebec grocers, that the sale 
of beer may be transferred from grocery 
stores to the Quebec Liquor Commission, 
surely is the result of the growing con- 
viction that the sale of beer in grocery 
stores was wrong in the first place. 

Ontario should profit from the exper¬ 
ience of Quebec and should prohibit the 
grocery store sale of beer right from 
the outset. There is no need for a 
“trial run” for this plan which has 
proven unsatisfactory in Quebec. 

We trust that you are opposed to the 
purpose of the petition from the Ontario 
Retail Grocers Association and will use 
your influence on the other members 
to defeat any legislation which would 
increase the number of outlets for the 
sale of beer. 

It is hoped that you will receive a 
flood of letters and telephone calls from 
your constituents supporting your stand 
against the sale of beer in grocery 
stores.

The number of people w'ho actually 
enjoy the taste of alcohol is relatively 
small. The appetite for liquor is not 
by reason of its taste but for its effect. 

Thus the “mixed” drink — thus the 
“shot”, gulped in a fraction of a second 
and followed by a “chaser” of club 
soda, water or ginger ale. The drink, 
to any appreciable degree, is not tasted 
at ail. 

What situation does the alcohol “solve” 
for the drinker? 

It depends on his motive for drinking. 
The motive is an experience, perhaps 
certain knowledge which has come to 
him, or may be an awareness of some 
kind, all of which he will not face. 

His motive is freedom, release 
from such situations and he finds 
these through alcohol. It is his 
solution. He escapes, forgets, blanks 
out the unpleasant situation. 

*3 

Many situations in life are unpleasant 
for each and all, thus many individuals 
seek freedom from them. Liquor makes 
it possible to gain this freedom so 
quickly and so easily: the solution to 
the situation is simple. 

The drinking increases as unpleasant 
situations progressively merge into one, 
more or less, continuous situation. As 
the solutions fail to solve, the drink 
then becomes an escape from the sense 
of such failure. 

These escapisms are more complex 
than the alcohol and one who would 
be helpful, must search for the man 
or woman inside. 

Who — in many cases is the man 
or woman inside? 

Dr. C. McBride in his book — Tire 
Modern Treatment of Alcohol and Drug 
Addiction — makes an illuminating com¬ 
ment in answering this question. 

“It is a well-known fact that the 
majority of inebriates are above the 
average in cleverness. In the health, 
physique, morals, habits and surround¬ 
ings of three brothers there may be no 
difference other than the fact that one 
of the three is markedly the most 
clever. Should one of the three become 
a drunkard or in other words an al¬ 
coholic it is almost always the most 
clever one of the lot. 

“The very sensitiveness of 111:1 psychic 


wood Sanitarium Greenwich, Conn., in¬ 
dicates this resemblance as made up 
of the following qualities found in nearly 
all alcoholics. The qualities are: 

1 ) a drive to dominate; 

21 a prevailing negative "feeling tone” 

3) a capacity for ecstatic peaks, when 
all emotions are temporarily sub¬ 
merged in an overflow of positive 
affirmative feeling; 

4) a sense of loneliness and isolation; 

5) feelings of inferiority and superior¬ 
ity which exist simultaneously; 

6 ) a striving for perfection. 

The alcoholic “is a house divided 
against itself — at once lonely and 
gregarious, hostile and friendly, ambi¬ 
tious and lazy, “high” and “low”. 

The signs that one is approaching 
outright alcoholism or alcohol dependency 
are cited as follows: 

a) frequency of blackout. 

b> the morning drink; 

c) drinking on the job; 

d) re-active drinking — a drink for 
good news, bad news, shock, or irt- 
vitation: 

e) “time-drinking: the lunch hour 
cocktail, the five o’clock “quickie”, 
the pre-dinner highball, and the night¬ 
cap. 

In helping the alcohol dependent, g 6 r- 
tain fears can be cast aside — 1 ) ability 
to reproduce and 2 i fear of permanent 
damage to the body. 

But while some of the drinker’s fears 
are unfounded, he must realize,that he 
himself is being damaged by alcohol. 
His personality is being changed, his 
finer perceptions are being dulled; re¬ 
flexes are slower, inhibitions are lowered. 

No longer does he take a drink 

— the drink takes him. The drinking 

indicates a sickness of soul, worse 

than any sickness of the body. 
r 

His “solution” — the escape from 
problems by drowning them in the 
glass —-produces problems'and situations 
far uglier and more unsolvable than 
those • temporarily blacked out by his 
drinking. 

At the present time there are some 
twenty varieties of treatment for alco¬ 
holism, ranging all the way from the 
therapy plan of Alcoholics Anonymous 
to the “aversion” therapy of the “con¬ 


its service to alcoholics is referred to 
and the following recommendations are 
made, to the alcoholic, his family and 
friends, growing out of the thesis pre¬ 
sented: 

1 ) come to grips with the truth that 
very few alcoholics are able to help 
themselves; 

2 ) “admit you are licked”; 

3) realize that by yourself you can 
do nothing; 

4) go straight to the nearest A. A. 
group — Salvation Army or other 
kindred organization; 

5) realize you are a soul-sick individual 

6 ) pay no heed to any one who would 
stigmatize you as a moral outlaw; 

7) have faith in your ability, with 
help, to come through. 

Counsel is given to friends of the al¬ 
coholic. showing in what ways they can 
be helpful. The church is called upon 
to cease differentiating itself from the 
alcoholic and differentiating between the 
alcoholic and other problem people. The 
alcoholic’s illness is in the area of the 
church's greatest strength — the area 
of the heart and motive. 

The only salvation for the alcoholic 
is to 4)e reborn. “Man is saved,. not 
in his parts, but as a whole.” 

Men of good-will working together in 
laboratory, classroom and church must 
combine to cure the symptoms of the 
alcohol problem so called, and to show 
the alcoholic the true “solution” and 
to discover, for all mankind, a better 
way of life.

functions is his weakness if lie indulges 
at all. All pathologists writing on the 
subject of alcoholism agree that it is 
the most highly organized part of the 
system which first deteriorates in al¬ 
coholism, and it may be assumed that 
it is this part which is first affected 
by the disease.” 

The alcoholic has been misunder¬ 
stood, not only by the church but 
by all the other institutions of 
modern society. Society’s attitude 
today towards the alcoholic finds 
a parallel in its attitude toward 
insanity 200 years ago. 

The insane person at that time was 
looked upon as a moral outlaw. Today, 
many people — who should know better 
— attach a moral onus to mental 
illness. ’ 

The explanation of mental illness or 
alcoholism is not in conduct. The big

Our program of activities during the

Otir local .option votes this fall have 
(•• almost put our backs to the wall. The 
demands made upon the office, and es¬ 
pecially our secretarial «taff have re¬ 
quired almost full time attention.

Fully aware of the importance of this 
opportunity organized by the North-East 
Grey Temperance Federation, we have 
now arranged with Rev. Howard Shantz 
of Stayner, one of our young youth 
leaders to carry on with this task. 
We appreciate Mr. Shantz’ willingness to 
do this work. 

We now have the full complement of 
entries in the essay and poster contests. 
The contest closed on October 15th and 
we have been greatly • pleased in the 
splendid response. 

There are entries from teen-agers out¬ 
side Ontario. In the essay contests we 
have 32 entries and the scrap-book con¬ 
tests invited an entry list of 28. The 
skill and time involved in the assem¬ 
bling of material in the scrap books 
is incredible. And we are sure when 
our judges examine the essays they will 
find them equally as inspiring. We have 


been much, more encouraging with dry 
victories. 

The Brampton vote was an outstanding 
success with a majority vote of 55.5 
per cent in spite of the fact that their 
committee labored throughout the vote 
without a manager*.

Wholesale Prices Increase 


Liquor prices at the distillery level 
will likely be raised very soon accor¬ 
ding to a recent issue of the Financial 
Post. 

In fact one of the largest distilleries 
in existence — Distillers Corporation 
Seagrams Limited — raised its prices 
as of October 1. The amount of the 
increase runs up to 15 per cent: so 
it is stated in the Toronto Star. It is 
pointed out that the price hike is the 
first since 1950 and only the second 
since 1939. 

Higher costs of labor, grain, advertis¬ 
ing, bottles and cartons are given as 
the reason of higher prices at the dis¬ 
tillery. Just how the liquor commissions 
of the country will deal with the price 
advance is a moot question. 

Will they absorb it and take less net 
revenue, or will it be passed along to 
John Public as an additional cost in 
slaking his thirst? At the time of writihg, 
according to a reported statement of the 
commission chairman, retail prices will 
not be affected. 

In justifying higher prices at the 
source of manufacture, a high ranking 
distillery official points out that while 
the wholesale price of all commodities 
has jumped 125 per cent since 1939, 
liquor accounts for only 10 per cent 
of the increase. Liquor retail prices, 
h owev e r, -liave increased—over 100 per 
cent in the period indicated. 

In 1939 the excise tax on liquor was 
$4.00 per gallon: today it is $12.00. The 
tax was jumped to $11.00 during the 
W'ar and increased a further $1.00 in 


1950. In Canada aj present an average 
of 20 cents of every consumer's liquor 
dollar goes to the distillery. The 80 
cents is split about 50-50 between the 
federal government and the provincial 
liquor commis'sjons. 

During 20 years — $1.00 has pur¬ 
chased whiskey of average quality ac¬ 
cording to the following: 1935, 17 fluid 
ounces: 1939, 13 fluid ounces; 1942, 11 
fluid ounces; 1943 , 9 fluid ounces; 

1956, 8 fluid ounces.

PLOUGHING 
ANOTHER FURROW

Plowing Is not the only thing that 
goes on at the International Plowing 
Match. The tented city that rose out 
of the fields near Brooklin during the 
first week of October i$ proof of that 
fact. Complete with streets, hydro, tele¬ 
phones, running water; these modern 
facilities were made available for the 
modern event. 

For six years in succession the Ontario 
Temperance Federation has been an ex¬ 
hibitor at the Plowing Match. And once 
again under the expert and experienced 
leadership of Mr. Norville Luck, our 
librarian, the 1956 exhibit was declared 
the best yet. 

The tents were bigger and better than 
ever. Employees of the D. Pike Co. can 
testify to their size as they had to erect 
them twice. The first time they were 
in the wrong place. 

The sfgns that alcohol education had 
come to Ontario County were both des¬ 
criptive and decorative, although they 
looked neither after the soaking rains 
and blustery winds of Saturday night 
and Sunday had left them at such 
rakish angles not usually associated with 
temperance. " 

However, our field secretaries Mc¬ 
Connell and Smalley', with the help of 
John Norris, our handyman, soon strai¬ 
ghtened out this situation and anchored 
the signs like Gibraltor, and defied the 
elements to do their worst. 

Fortunately the weather was most kind 
for the four days of the match and 
thousands of visitors flocked to the fair 
and gathered up free yard sticks, cow¬ 
boy hats and reams of reading material 
on every available product. But no¬ 
where were gifts more freely bestowed 
than at the Ontario Temperance Federa¬ 
tion tent. 

So good were our cookies and fruit 
juices- that some people discreetly, but 
decidedly discarded their own lunches 
under their chairs. These refreshments 
(not the lunches) were served by ladies 
from the United, Anglican and two Bap¬ 
tist churches of Whitby and the Col¬ 
umbus United Church, whose gracious 
and willing contribution of time and effort 
added much to the success of the ven¬ 
ture.

“Hold ‘Em, Cowboy” and “Alcohol is 
Dynamite”; seen under excellent condi¬ 
tions in the dark blue colored cinerama 
tent. Many appreciative comments were 
heard. Two interested visitors were from 
the Cornwall area and told of their act¬ 
ivities as members of the Roman Cath¬ 
olic Lacordaire Movement. 

On the last day proceedings were en¬ 
livened by the tent catching fire (cause 
unknown). One large hole w'as burned 
in the roof of the literature tent and 
some smaller ones in the wall. The 
tents were emp t ied q ui e kly end 4he- 
smouldering fire extinguished before the 
prompt arrival of the Ontario Fire 
Marshal's Brigade. One explanation was 
the tent was so “dry” that it caught 
fire easily.

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ANYONE TO TAKE IT IN?

It was a thought provoking question 
and as we pondered it, other questions 
suggested themselves. 

A federation representative recently 
visited a large business house in down¬ 
town Toronto for the purpose of pur¬ 
chasing supplies. 

When asked that tne parcel be de¬ 
livered to the Ontario Temperance Fed¬ 
eration, 39 Davenport Road, the salesman 
hesitated. It was evident the instructions 
left him in doubt. In a moment he asked, 
“Will there be anyone there to take 
it in?” 

This salesman was not a youth who 
had recently arrived in the city; just 
gaining experience in his first position. 
He was a man a little beyond middle 
life, probably having long experience with 
the firm. 

As we walked along the stree't, his 
question rang in our ears, “Will there 
be anyone to take it in?” We began 
to speculate on what was back of the 
question. 

Does he think we have a part-time 
set up? Is it his idea that bur office 
hours are two to five on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays or such like? 
Perhaps he surmises that a staff of 
two or three persons are to be found 
in office quarters from 7:30 to 9:00 p.m. 
on certain evenings; at other times 
likely, soliciting subscriptions to the 
cause. 

He might even think that our office 
personnel is made up of a few people 
regularly employed in a commercial vo¬ 
cation: promoting a program of alcohol 
education on the side. 

We wish we might have found time 
to enlighten him, but he was obviously 
a busy man. Still meditating, we pictured 
a well informed layman in our federation 


family undertaking to brief this gentle¬ 
man on some of the activities of the 
Ontario Temperance Federation. 

Mr. Salesman’s interest grows as our 
federation worker talks about its ob¬ 
jectives and the techniques employed in 
reaching them. 

The visitor hands him a piece of 
printed matter. Then we hear Mr. Sales¬ 
man say “I never heard your story 
before. It’s a revelation to me. Why 
don’t your federation supporters talk 
more about the work that is being done? 
I’m a member and regular attendant 
at Beacon Hill church but I never heard 
this program explained until now. For 
some reason we never jhad one of those 
2,000 church services a year, for the 
federation, you speak of.” 

Then we pictured Mr. Salesman in 
another setting. Following a service at 
his church, he remarks to his wife as 
they walk homeward. “So they’re going 
to have a temperance preacher next 
Sunday, according to the announcements 
this morning. Well, I shall not be there. 
It will be the same old impassioned 
appeal. ‘There's a demon in the glass, 
dash it down.’ We heard it twenty 
years ago and we are not going to be 
embarrassed by reason of the occasional 
cocktails we serve or accept.” 

Then again we saw Mr. Salesman in 
another picture. He is a bone dry teeto¬ 
taller. As he walks home from church 
he is commenting to his wife on the 
announced temperance speaker’s visit for 
the next Sunday. “Well, Mary, it will 
be a good day to drive over and see 
Frank and Carol. There will be nothing 
in a temperance address that we need 
to hear. We’ve never tasted liquor in 
our lives but we mustn’t appear to take 
sides on this business of drinking. Be¬ 
sides, why take chances on straining 
our friendly relations with the Napsons 


POSITIVE OUTLOOK

QUESTION PERIOD 


Here are some questions that have 
been asked seriously by some people 
concerned with alcohol problems. I accept 
responsibility for the answers but not 
the questions. 

Question — Is it true that a drunk 
does not suffer from radio-activity from 
an A-bomb? 

Answer — No! radio-activity is no re¬ 
specter of persons, drunk or sober. 
Enough radio-activity means that the 
drunk becomes dead drunk really and 
finally. 

Question — Why do alcoholics join 
Alcoholick Anonymous? 

Answer — To get on top of their 
drinking problems, and thus to live a 
sober, godly life. 

Question — Does alcohol always cause 
drunkenness if taken moderately? 

Answer — It never causes drunkenness 
if taken moderately. 

Question — How do I refuse liquor 
at a Russian wedding?__ 

Answer — By not accepting it be¬ 
cause you don’t drink, thank you. But 
be nice about it. 

Question — What are the penalties 
for underaged ^lcoholics? 

Answer — Dear me, for a minor to 
be an alcoholic is penalty enough, isn't 
it. Alcoholism is its own terrible punish¬ 
ment, regardless of age. 

Question — Is alcohol less potent when 
taken with food? 

Answer — Yes, provided the food is 
not scarce and the drink is. But food 
is a feeble, ineffective barrier against 
the large intake of alcohol. 

Question — What harm is done physi¬ 
cally to the body by an odd drink at 
a party? 

Answer — It depends upon how odd 
the drink is. If it is a case of a 
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single drink there is really no physical 
harm, but the psychological effect could 
be hurtful. 

Question — Why isn't Canada as a 
whole put under one set of liquor laws? 

Answer — Because the control of the 
sale of alcoholic beverages is a pro¬ 
vincial right, and-Canada has ten pro¬ 
vinces. Uniformity in liquor laws across 
Canada is possible only if the ten 
provinces come together willingly and 
agree on the same details. 

Question — Why are ministers afraid 
to condemn liquor in church services? 

Answer — Ministers are not afraid. 
More and more ministers are seeking 
a deeper understanding of alcoholic 
problems in order to be more helpful 
to people. The job of the church is not 
to condemn people but to help God in 
saving them through the Gospel of God's 
love in Christ Jesus. •' 

Question — Does drinking help you 
to fall in love? 

— A n s wer — fn—love with WhaT? with 

alcohol? — yes! With others? — no! 
Liquor helps people to fall out of love. 

Question — Who invented liquor? 

Answer — The creator of all things, 
God. But God is hardly the patron saint 
of the organized beverage alcohol in¬ 
dustry of today. 

^Qtrestion — What is alcohol education? 

Answ-cr — (1) It is something which 
people who ask the above questions 
need. (2) It is something which people 
who answer tjie above questions need. 
(3) Alcohol Education seeks to give 
people valid, accurate information about 
beverage alcohol; problems arising from 
the use and abuse of beverage alcohol; 
and what healthy, wholesome living is. 
The idea is to equip people through 
knowledge and ideals to make wise per¬ 
sonal choices which do not permit 
beverage alcohol the chance to affect 
living adversely.

How intimate is your, knowledge and 
interest concerning our federation? How 
much responsibility do you feel and 
assume for imparting information in 
your community and among your friends 
about its'program? 

Fourteen persons, some in the office 
and five in the field, are all employed 
by the federation. On every day of the 
week some members of our staff are 
on duty. In answer to requests received, 
some are giving loqal counsel and aid, 
assisting in local option contests, plan¬ 
ning and promoting program, helping 
with committee organization. 

Considerable time is given to arranging 
for more than a 'score of church ser¬ 
vice addresses each Sunday, planning and 
promoting conclaves and youth gather¬ 
ings. Others are engaged preparing and 
sending out program resource materials, 
pamphlets, “The Advocate”, and in 
answering the correspondence which asks 
for information of many types. 

Are you seized with the significance 
of these services? What do they mean 
to you? Do you know someone whose 
knowledge — like that of Mr. Salesman 
— is perhaps so limited that they Would 
ask the same or a similar question — 
“Will there be anyone there to take 
it in?” 

It's a Matter 
of the Cheapest Drink 

It appears that most Canadians choose 
their drink after looking at the price 
tag. 

Canadian brewers are reluctant to 
raise their prices in spite of increasing 
production costs and keener competition. 
Centralization of large scale output is 
the trend in keeping down production 
costs and thereby securing a share of 
the “relatively inflexible business” of 
Canada's beer drinkers. 

Larger plants are becoming larger. 
Small plants are fewer in number. 

In 1947 Canada had 61 breweries in 
operation. In 1955 there were 58 and 
this number is continuing to diminish. 
In eight years Canadian brewers have 
spent $120,000,000 on capital accounts 
for new construction and plant additions 
including machinery and equipment. 
Another $30,000,000 has been spent on 
maintenance and general repairs. 

A survey of the Dominion Brewers 
Association points up the need of keep¬ 
ing the cost of a case of beer, less 
than that of a bottle of whiskey. In 
provinces where this price relation holds 
there is more beer consumed than 
spirits. Where beer is more expensive, 
the reverse is true. 

Beer is more expensive than whiskey 
in British Columbia. In 1955, 14 per 
cent of all liquor in Canada was drunk 
in B. C. but only five per cent of the 
beer. In Quebec 30 per cent of the 
country’s beer was consumed but only 
22 per cent of the liquor. In French 
Canada beer is cheaper than whiskey. ■ 


Canadian 
Beer Advertising 

A recent issue of the Financial Post 
quoted some significant figures on Can¬ 
adian T.V., radio and publication costs 
for beer advertisements. The following 
table shows at a glance the Cost for 
certain years as indicated: 


1953 $310,000 $1,950,000 $2,260,000 

1954 $350,000 $2,020,000 $2,370,000 

1955 $485,000 $2,100,000 $2,585,000 

The above figures, let it be noted, do 

not cover the complete advertising 
costs. They are space and time expendi¬ 
tures only. Production expenditures, it 
is pointed out, would increase the above 
costs by about 50 per cent for radio and 
T.V. The increase for publications would 
be about 10 per cent.

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A Leader of True Distinction 


“I know nothing of you or your 
society, but you shall have the train.” 
It was June 1841. 

A railway official was speaking to 
•the enterprising secretary of the South 
Midland Teetotal Temperance Associa¬ 
tion. He was a wood turner and cabinet 
maker by trade and at thirty-three 
years of age also edited a temperance 
magazine. 

Carrying the promise of having a 
train for his new born idea, he set 
out on foot to attend a temperance 
meeting in Leicester. Within the dozen 
years since the opening of the railway 
age, he had as yet only travelled once 
by rail as a district lay evangelist of 
the Baptist church. 

On his trips he served also as a 
distributor of tracts for the temperance 
society. He had nearly always resorted 
to ‘shanks naggie’ in his journeyings. 
His personal diary showed that of 
2,692 miles travelled one year in mission¬ 
ary service, 2,106 were on foot. 

As he trudged along on that early 
summer morning to attend the teeto¬ 
tallers’ rally, fifteen miles distant, he 
was quite unaware of the significance 
of the threshold he was crossing. 

While proceeding on his way, the in¬ 
itial thought developed in the inventive 
mind of the young temperance leader. 
‘‘Why cannot the newly developed power 
of railways and locomotion be made 
subservient to the promotion of tem¬ 
perance?” 

As he continued his journey, walking 
alone with his thoughts, the idea grew 
into a definite plan. It was based on 
the traveller’s deep conviction as to its 
merits. • 

Arriving at Leicester, he carried his 
idea to the platform at the first session 
of the day’s meetings. It was endorsed 
with enthusiastic acclaim and the author 
,of the proposal was elected to take 
charge of the project; an excursion on 
the Midland Counties Railway, carrying 
passengers from Leicester to Lough¬ 


borough and return at a shilling per 
person. 

The trip was to be a quarterly tem¬ 
perance rally already dated for three 
weeks hence. Not only was the special 
train arranged for blit the secretary of 
the ' company gave a voluntary sub¬ 
scription to the' enterprise.: 

On July 5th, 1841 five hundred and 
seventy temperance enthusiasts, headed 
by a band, boarded nine open, seatless 
trucks or “tubs” for the journey. 

When the excursionists arrived at their 
destination “to crush the monster in¬ 
temperance” they were met by a wel¬ 
coming crowd including another band. 
A procession was formed and the several 
hundred white ribbon witnesses for so¬ 
briety paraded to the town park. 

The catering of food — a detail of 
the original proposal, — was handled 
expeditiously and theh a procession 
again; making its way to the railway 
station to meet additional excursionists 
from Derby, Nottingham and Har- 
borough. 

About the middle of the afternoon 
1,000 teetotallers — Rechabites, old re¬ 
formed drunkards, and ‘teetotallers from 
birth’ paraded through the town back 
to the park, bands playing, flags flying, 
banners and white wands carried by 
badge-bedecked marching crusaders. 

Tea was served to a thousand persons 
— again according to plan — and as 
evening drew on, another tllousand aug¬ 
mented the attendance for the program 
rally. 

There was a game of cricket in one 
section of the park — in another, those 
inclined were tripping the light fantastic, 
while in another space, ‘drop the hank- 
kerchief and other miscellaneous games 
held the interest of many. 

But the master mind of the event 
kept to a well timed schedule. The 
games are over; the crowd has gathered 
about the platform erected for the day. 
Several temperance leaders, including 
the master of ceremonies, each challen¬ 


ges his listeners to the support of the 
teetotal cause. . 

Sharp at 10:30 — according to schedule 
— the ‘AH Aboard’ signal was given 
at the depot and departing trains were 
homeward bound; all passengers happy 
in the experiences of tire day. 

It is a • matter of history that “not 
a single mishap occured throughout the 
day” — a tribute to the general or¬ 
ganizer of the event. 

That day’s trip founded the fortunes 
of Thos. Cook and Son — a well-known 
world-wide travel agency. The enter¬ 
prising temperance leader of the first 
personally conducted excursion to be held 
in England was no other than Thos. 
Cook himself. 

His initial excursion was followed by 
several similar events throughout the 
summers of 1842-43-44; each one decided¬ 
ly successful and giving promise of 
growing popularity. 

They all evidenced Thos. Cook's genius 
for organization and his innate ability 
to direct people helpfully In leisure 
travelling. But furthermore, all Thos. 
Cook’s activities registered as witnesses 
for total abstinence and Christian en¬ 
deavor. 

He was born at Melbourne, Derby¬ 
shire, Nov. 22nd, 1808. At ten years of 
age he was working as a gardener’s 
helper. In 1836 he became an avowed 
total abstainer. He died July 19th, 1892. 

Thomas Co8k was contemporary with 
Father Matthew, Jas. Buckingham and 
other temperance, leaders of the early 
19th century ..He supported them through 
his personal influence, by his personal 
gifts, and by funds collected through 
his organized solicitations. 

He gave leadership to a successful 
campaign in 1849 to raise funds for the 
building of a temperance hall in Leices¬ 
ter. In the same city he operated a 
temperance hotel for the accommodation 
of his travellers passing through. 

In the London exhititions of 1851 and 


1862 he was commissioned by the Mid¬ 
land Railways to direot services for 
many exhibition visitors from all dis¬ 
tricts served by the system. 

In calling for tenders to handle cater¬ 
ing facilities at Cook's excursion centres 
in the exhibition area, it was stipulated 
that refreshment rooms “must not 
assume the character of a tavern.” 
No intoxicants were' permitted and the 
record shows that through Cook's stipu¬ 
lations, two million buns and over one 
million bottles of soft drinks were served 
from his refreshment centres; 

In 1859 on behalf of the Irish Tem¬ 
perance League, he helped to spread 
temperance interest in Northern Ireland. 
He organized a number of excursions 
for both adults and children from Bel¬ 
fast to surrounding towns. 

John Mason Cook, his son, associate 
director in temperance activity, in ex¬ 
cursion projects, and later successor to 
the pioneer leader — was a teetotaller 
from his birth — a worthy follower 
in espousing the temperance cause and 
in maintaining the high business ideals 
set by his father. 

As long as the development of the 
Cook travel projects could have the per¬ 
sonal direction of Thos. Cook, his tourist 
gatherings throughout England, gave 
some emphasis to the cause of abstin¬ 
ence, as circumstances of the occasion 
might warrant. 

A Bradford manufacturer, following 
an excursion directed by Thos. Cook 
for 500 of his employees, paid him the 
compliment. “We could have trusted the 
project to only such accommodation as 
you offered.”' 

In the far flung world-wide activities 
of Thos. Cook and Son, they cater to 
both royalty and commoner. The idealism 
and life purpose of both father and son 
were foundation stones in the early or¬ 
ganized temperance monument of Eng¬ 
land. 

This highly regarded business agency 
now in. other hands, still retains the 
confidence and much of the character 
which marked the personalities of its 
founders — men of distinction in the 
very true sense.

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EDITORIAL 

Sacrificing Canada's Youth 


THOUSANDS OF our teen-agers — 
the nation’s greatest asset — are being 
sacrificed on the altar of Bacchus. 

Many adults are indifferent, selfish, 
or fearful in their attitude toward 
drinking. It is all in the tragic picture of 
the current social scene. 

A magistrate in Western Ontario 
has recently stated that teen-age drink¬ 
ing in his community has “gone out 
of control” and that an element is 
“absolutely defiant” in continuing its 
drinking. 

A recent series of articles from the 
Toronto press has reviewed the general 
problem of under-age drinking. The in¬ 
formation is factual and alarming. 
The data presented will not surprise 
most readers. The facts revealed have 
been known for some considerable time. 
The urgent need of a “thorough in¬ 
vestigation” is pointed to. 

No student of sociology in this day 
would discount the value and need for 
scientific research in meeting our social 
ills. 

Scientific investigation however, in 
itself, is surely not the urgent need 
in coping with the problem of teen¬ 
age drinking. The very sound of the 
word investigation is cold and heartless. 
It is professional and impersonal. 

Investigations into the field of their 
social behaviour are an anathema to 
our problem youth. Investigation to 
them means charged and found guilty. 
Research must be accompanied by 
strong moral and spiritual influences; 
these giving character to any treatment 
ir solving the problem of alcoholic 
indulgence. This particularly applies 
to teen-agers. 

The immediate need is increasingly 
clear. More parents must face up to 
the r responsibility as heads of families* 
Mo e leaders in school education must 
regard their profession with a sense of 
mission, apart from the mere imparting 
of academic information. 

Church leaders have' a particular 
call to deal with any problem factor 
in the guiding of a good life. 

No investigation is needed to point 
up reasons why many young people 
are drinking and to place the blame 
where it belongs. Teen-agers must 
accept some responsibility for their 
conduct but basically the fault lies 
within the home, the church and the 
school. 

Several facts face us as a people, 
and all indicate reasons for the current 
problem of teen-age drinking. Religious 
traning and influence in many homes 
Is at a very low ebb. The hustle and 
bustle of modern life has changed life 
in our domestic circles. 

Social organizations under numer¬ 
ous auspices have virtually become 
foster-guardian agencies in directing 
the leisure and cultural activities of 
tee i-agers. They are all doing splendid 
w r o k but they cannot wholly substitute 
Joe the home. 
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Such training must be bed-rocked 
in spiritual foundations. By the very 
nature of things our homes can allow 
for no substitutes in providing this 
training. No proxies exist for the in¬ 
describable something that fortifies 
guidance within the blood bond. Be¬ 
cause of lack of character building, 
and good home influences, many teen¬ 
agers are being led into drinking 
habits. 

Many churches have lost a form¬ 
erly large Sunday school following; or¬ 
ganized young people’s work is — if 
existent at all — maintained with a 
struggle. . 

A leading clergyman has -very 
recently pointed out the evident devas¬ 
tating situation in many churches, 
where the majority of parents are 
raising no hand to give personal direc¬ 
tion in the religious training of their 
children. It was further pointed out 
that in Ontario alone 400,000 children 
are “untouched by church schools.” 

What a loss in future moral power 
and spiritual leadership! What fertile 
ground in which the seeds of a des¬ 
tructive habit are being sown and al¬ 
ready showing dangerous growth! 

Selfishly we continue to open up 
liquor outlets and to provide for our 
adult pleasures and convenience. We 
are sacrificing our youth in accom¬ 
plishing our ends. 

Many leaders in our schools, in 
the church and in business to whom 
we look for inspiration, guidance and 
encouragement in staying the ravages 
of alcohol, are being pressured against 
aggressive interest and action in the 
cause of alcohol education. Not a few 
are yielding to the pressure. A price 
is being paid for this negative attitude. 
It is the withholding of facts about 
alcohol; information due to each a,nd 
every teen-ager. 

Many high school students have 
proved themselves to be interested and 
responsive to information about alcohol. 
Such education gives dignity to the 
choice which youth must make in the 
matter of alcoholic beverages. 

Young people are noting the in¬ 
difference of their elders, the reticence 
in giving them information and answer¬ 
ing questions about which, as they 
grow up, they are curious and at heart 
concerned. 

Many leaders are fearful of criti¬ 
cism, if they try to lead our youth 
away from conduct which is destroying 
many of them. Parents and young 
people are asking for information about 
alcohol but - they are receiving it to 
a very limited extent. Those who should 
counsel and lead are holding back. 
Youth is wondering why? 

We are giving our young people 
no vision, no challenge to heights of 
purposeful living, to high adventure. 

Youth looks for guidance. Young 
people will respond to bold, brave 
approaches to their problem. 

“Some hotels cater to us kids. 
They don’t care how old we are as 
long as we don’t make trouble.” So 
testified a certain youth. No, that 
hotelkeeper doesn’t care. He sacrifices 
the welfare and future of our youth 
through his greed. 

But he does it because we permit 
it. We must identify ourselves with 
him. We too are guilty. 

Sacrificing our youth is the price 
many are paying to satisfy their self- 
centred interests.

TREATMENT PAYS OFF 


Experience - with the Alex G. 
Browne Memorial Clinic in 
Mimico, Ontario, proves that it 
costs the government less to pro¬ 
vide clinical treatment for alcoholic 
court offenders than to do nothing 
fpr them. 

This was revealed recently by 
Dr. Frank H. Potts, chief phycho- 
logist of the Ontario Department of 
Reform Institutions, who presented 
to the National States Conference 
on Alcoholism an evaluation of the 
Mtmlco treatment centre. The 
meeting was held at the Royal 
York Hotel, Toronto. 

An analysis of 188 cases of 
alcoholic court offenders treated 
since 1953 (and discharged for a 
period of two to four years) showed 
that those alcoholics with fewer 
convictions were more likely to re¬ 
spond to treatment than those with 
many. Dr. Potts said. 

Alcoholics whose offences were 
simply- breaches of the Liquor 
Control Act were easier to help 
than those whose offences included 
criminal acts. 

Experience showed that the 
sooner an alcoholic seeks treatment 


the greater are his chances of 
success. Dr. Potts continued. 

Most success was with alcoholics 
in their 30’s, the least with tiiose 
in their 20's. Success decreased 
from that experienced witfc the age 
group in their 30's as age increased, 
he added. 

It was found that the best con¬ 
tinuing success was obtained with 
those who did not live in large 
urban centres after release, with 
addicts who were normal mentally, 
and with those whose rehabilitation 
officers were sincerely eager to 
help them. 

“Clinical treatment can be suc¬ 
cessful if it is carried out while 
an alcoholic court offender is under¬ 
going sentence,” Dr. Potts said. 

He said no penal security regu¬ 
lations were used at the Browne 
Memorial Clinic, yet none of 1,500 
inmates had escaped. Security re¬ 
gulations were not important in this 
type of institution, he claimed. 

Many cases could not be treated 
successfully, he admitted, but it 
was found that many of the un¬ 
successful cases should have been 
treated years ago and. might have 
been counted as successes. 


START YOUTH 

Word recently received From New 
Zealand brings the news that an 
encouraging start has been made 
in the formation of Young Ab¬ 
stainers’ Leagues. 

Organization was initiated in 
Palmerston North by the Manawata 
council of the New Zealand Al¬ 
liance. Working through the 
churches several leagues were org¬ 
anized this past summer and a 
number of others are in process. 

At the Dominion Conference 
held in Wellington in August, keen 
interest was shown in the progress 
made to date in the Palmerston 
North District and in plans for

further expansion. 

A resolution was passed endors¬ 
ing the organization. At the next 
annual conference, the progress of 
the leagues during the interim will 
be reviewed. Based on the report 
to be presented, serious consider¬ 
ation will be given to the project 
on a Dominion-wide scale. Pres¬ 
ent endeavours are pointed to mak¬ 
ing Young Abstainers’ Leagues 
the core of the National Alliance 
Youth work. 

We wish our comrades “down 
under’’ every success in this ven¬ 
ture with youth. Let us all remem¬ 
ber them much in our prayers.
